That the earning* of lire White l'nss it 
Yukon Itmitc during the present year ap- 
proximate $1,000,000, • or three-eighths of 
the total yield of gold In the Yukon dur- 
ing til.' year; 

That of this large sum approximately 
l$U,O00,000 were paid fur the carriage of 
25,000 tons uf freight, a distance of 100 
miles by rail mid loo by water dowt 
stream, About: 5,000 passengers were cur 
rled by the ralhyay during the year; 

That while It is true Unit, the trausporta 
Hon season for freight Is short, the cost 
of operating the route during the remainder 
of the year Is largely offset by mall sub- 
sidies, express charges and charges on 
local ftclght; 

That the charges made by the Whip! 
l'a.ss & Yukon Route are excessive, nnd 
render It Impossible for Hie lower grade 
gravels to be worked at a profit. 

In view of these alleged facts, the Daw- 
son hoard of trade ask Hint the Domin- 
ion government shall make a thorough In- 
vest lunt Ion of the. subject, and, If It Is not 
possible to bring about a reduction of 
rates, that a subsidy may be given to an- 
other transportation company, whose rates 
will be subject lo government control. 

The subject ef transportation to the Yu- 
kon litis frequently been discussed by this 
board, but It is 'uf as great Importance 
now as at any previous time. The fact 
that the annual output of gold Is less 
than It was u few years ago. ami that the 
gravels worked are not so rich, makes ex- 
cessive transportation charges more .bur- 
densome. There Is no reason to suppose 
that the supply of gold Is Hearing exhaus- 
tion, The Yukon council and the North 
American Transportation Company have 
had Independent Investigations made of 
the unworked gravels In the vicinity of 
Dawson, and the reports place the proba- 
ble amount of Kohl remaining to be taken 
out at from $320,000,000 to $".234,000,000. 
This takes no account of possible new dis- 
coveries or of t!ie likelihood of quartz 
mines being worked. 

The Dominion government Is considering 
the steps necessary to be taken to supply 
sufficient water to ensure the continuous 
and profitable working of these gravel 
beds. 

While the committee appreciate the illf- 
llculty of arriving at iiny dellnlte conclu- 
sion from an ex parte statement us to how 
fur the charges of the White Puss & Yu- 
kon itoutc are excessive, they arc very 
much Impressed with the apparent Justice 
of the complaints made by the . Dawson 
board of trade, and they art! convinced 
that the request uf that body for an in- 
vestigation of the subject by the Domin- 
ion government Is wholly reasonable, and 
they recommend that this board give it 
their unqualified endorsntlon. 

The condition surrounding gold-mining 
in the Yukon at the present time are such 
•Unit every obstacle that Is removable ought 
to be removed, and uniting those obstacles 
high transportation charges are the most 
Important, and they Increase the cost of 
work of all kinds. 

Your committee recommend tin! follow- 
ing resolution: 

That the representations of the Dawson 
board of trade In regard to the transporta- 
tion charges of the White Pass & Yukon 
Itoute ought to receive immediate Investi- 
gation at the hands of the Dominion gov- 
ernment ;

The Globe makes the suggestion, re- 
ferred to some days ago in the Colonist as 
a possibility, that the Geological survey 
should he handed over to the mii.istor of 
mines, inasmuch as the department of 
the interior is already overburdened -with 
work, and in that, connection wo have it 
intimated that experimental work might 
be done in the application of electricity 
in the smelting of iron ores and the treat- 
ment of zinc.

As we said 
in a former article, a portfolio having 
such a range of Jurisdiction might be 
useful. Seeing, however, that all these 
matters are already attended to by one 
department or another, is it necessary 
thai a new portfolio should be created 
for the purpose'.'

: to beast. An instance was cited 
of where a man in Ottawa rubbed 
some of the discharge on his nose and 
died in a few days. In concluding 
Dr. Tolmle said lie was as much a 
lover or good horses as anyone there 
present, and deprecated their whole- 
sale slaughter, but there could he no 
half measures.

Dr. Tolmle explained to his hearers 
the 'nature of "malleln," used as u test 
by injection. The farmers had. been 
afraid of the test for fear of the ia- 
traduction of the disease, and also for 
fear of creating symptoms in reaction 
that might be mistaken for the real ; 
thing. They were assuied that it was' 
absolutely Impossible to Introduce the 
| bacilli of glanders by the use of

| glanders there was 'no reaction and no 
rise of temperature.

GREAT BRITAIN'S 

ENORMOUS TRADE 



Increase In 1905 Exceeded Re- 
cord by Over Two Hun- 
dred Millions, 



London, Jan. S. — The trade or ureat 
Britain for the year 19.05 as shown by 
the board of trade returns Issued today 
leached the enormous aggregate, ex- 
clusive of re-exports, of $4,476,514,345, 
an amount which has never before 
been approached. It exceeds the 
record figures of 1904 by $217,500,000. 
"With re-exports included the total in- 
crease over 1904 is $256,000,000. The 
imports of bullion and specie were 
5207,7-19,545 and the exports $22fi,flr,7,- 
575, leaving a balance in favor of this 
country of $30,000,000. Of over $145,- 
000,000 increase la exports $130,000,000 
are accounted for by manufactures- in- 
cluding; over $40,000,000 of cotton fab- 
rics. The imports of raw cotton de- 
creased over $12,500,000 and the Im- 
ports of wool increased over $15,000,000.

The same official presented 11 
lengthy report dealing with the fore- 
shore of Hock Hay, which was re- 
ceived and tiled. 

The finance committee presented ac- 
counts amounting to $2,350 to he ta- 
ken out of the general revenue, und 
$843 to be taken out of the Electric 
Light loan by-law, which were re- 
ceived and ordered paid.
